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1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

2. Claims 11,12, and 15-18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being 
anticipated by Chang (6,754,079). 

Chang discloses a fin assembly for a heat sink (see Fig. 1 ) including a 
plurality of metal plates (1 ) stacked with each other each of the plates (1 ) 
including a body member (1 1 ) and at least one connecting structure (13) 
protruding perpendicularly from one side of the body member (1 1 ), the 
connecting structure (13) having a partitioning part (12) , a connecting part 

(131 1) , whose length controls the flexibility of the fin assembly and a latching part 

(1312) where both the connecting part (1311) and latching part (1312) extend 
from the partitioning part (12), the latching part (1312) is aligned with a 
corresponding through hole (112) of the metal plate (1 ) placed in from where the 
body member is perforated with at least one through hole, the length of the 
connecting part (1311) and the thickness of the adjacent front body member are 
the same, the latching part (1312) inserted through the through hole is bent as a 
hook (see Fig. 3), the body member includes folded top and bottom edges (12) 
perpendicular to the body member and along an elongate direction (Fig. 1), four 
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connecting structures (Fig. 1 ) being located at the four corners of tfie body 
member. 

3. In claim 11 , at line 5, it appears that "fine" should be changed to "fin". 

4. The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because it is longer than 150 words. 
Correction is required. See MPEP § 608.01(b). 

5. Claims 13 and 14 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

6. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Huang et al, Tsai, Wang et al, Lee, and Ho et al are cited to show 
fin assemblies including connecting parts. 

7. Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in 
this Office action.
